“ What ſhall I ſay of Francs Kerr,

« ever will be ſaved, muſt before he die 
« go to Jeruſalem; That Chriſt with his 
% Apoſtles are now perſonally in Jaden

- IR, 1. That 
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2 Narration of the Burning 


I. That the Creed called the Nicene Creed and 
At hanaſius Creed, contain not a Profeſſion of 
the true Chriſtian Faith, or that he will nor 
profeſs his Faith accordiog to the ſame Creeds. 

II. That Chriſt is not God of God begotten, 
not made, but begotten and made. 

III. That there are no Perſons in the God- 
head. 

V. That Chriſt was not God from Everlaſt- 
ing, but began to be God when he took fleſh of 
the Virgin Mary. 

V. That the World was not made by Chriſt. 

VI. That the Apoſtles teach Chriſt to be Man 
only. 

Vil. That there 1s no Generation in God, but 
of Creatures. 

VIII. That this Aſſertion, God to be made 


Man, is contrary to the Rule of Faith, and 
monſtrous Blaſphemy.

XII. That Chriſt by his Godhead wrought no 
Miracle. 


XII. That Chriſt is not to be Prayed unto. 
W herein he the ſaid Bartholomew Legatt bath 


before the laid Reverend Father maintain'd his 


ſaid moſt Dangerous and Blaſphemous Opinions, 
as appeareth by many his Confeſſions publickly 
made and acknowledged. For which his Dam- 


nable and Heretical Opinions, he is by diffinitive

Reverend Biſhops, learned Divines, and others 


learned in the Laws aſſiſting him in Judgment, 
juſtly adjadged, pronounced and declared to be 
an obſtinate an incorrigible Heretic, and is left 
by them under the Sentence of the great Ex- 
communication, and therefore as a corrupt 
Member to he cut off from the Church of Chriſt, 
and Society of the Faithful, and is to be by our 
tecular Power and Authority as an Heretic pu- 


niſn'd, as by the ſionificavir of the ſaid Reverend 


Father in God the ſaid Biſhop of London, bear- 


ing date at London the third day of arch, in the 


year of Our Lord, 1611. in the niath year of 
Our Reign, and remaining in Our Court of 
Chancery as more at large appeareth. And altho' 
the (aid Bartholomew Legatt hath ſince the ſaid 


| ſentence pronounced againſt him, been often 


very charitably moved and exhorted as well by 
the ſaid Biſhop, as by many grave and learned 
Divines, to diſſwade, revoke and remove him 
from the faid Bla ſphemous and Heretical Opi- 
nions, yet he arrogantly and wiltully perſiſteth 
and continveth in the ſame. We therefore ac- 
cording to dur Regal Function and Office, 
mindiag the execution of Juſtice in this behalt, 
and to give example to others, leaſt they ſhould 
attempt the like hereafter, have determined by 
the Aſſent of our Council, to will and require, 
and do hereby Authorize and require you our 
ſaid Chancellor, immediately upon the receipt 
hereof, to award and make out under Our Great 
Seal of England, our Writ of Execution accord - 


ing to the Tenor in theſe Preſents enſving, 
And theſe Preſents ſhall be your ſuthczent War- 


rant and Diſcharge for the fame. 
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FT He King to the Sheriffs of London, greet- 

ing, Whereas the Reverend Father in 
Chriſt John Biſhop of London, hath ſignified un- 
to Us, that When he in a certain buſineſs of He- 
retical pravity againſt one Bartholomew Leg att 
our Subject of the City of London, of the ſaid 
Biſhop of London's Dioceſs and juriſdiction, 
rightly and law fully procceding by Acts enacted, 
drawn, purpoſed, and by the Confeſſions of the 
faid Bartholomtio Legatt, before the ſaid Biſhop 
judiciouſly made and acknowledged, hath found 
in the ſaid Bartholomew Legatt very many wick- 
ed Errors, faile Opinions, Herehies, and curſed 
Blaſphemies, and impious Daoctriaes, expreſly 
contrary and repugnant to the Catholick Faith 


and Religion, and the holy Word of God, 
knowingly and maliciouſly, and with a pertina- 


cious and obdurate plainly incorrigible mind, 
to believe, hold, affirm, and publiſh ; the fame 
Reverend Father the Biſhop of Lenden with the 
Adviſe and Conſent, as well of the Revcrend 


Biſhops and other Divines, as 41% of Men 


Learned in the Law, in judgment tirting and 
aſſiſt ing; the ſame Bartholomew Legartt by his de- 
finitive Seutence hath pronounced, decreed, and 


declared to be an chdurate, contumacious and 


incorigble Heritick, aud upon that occaſion as a 
ſtubborn Heretick, and rotten coutagigus Mem-
